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ANNUAL  MEETING,  20th  MAY,  1959 

The  Chairman,  Mr.  C.  E.  Espin,  welcomed  those  present  and  especially 
His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Councillor  S.  Armitage.  He  emphasised  the  close 
connection  which  had  always  existed  between  the  Library  and  the  City  Council 
and  gave  a brief  account  of  the  growth  of  the  Library  since  its  foundation  by 
Miss  Josie  Wood  in  1919.  He  felt  that  the  fact  that  the  Library  was  supplying 
something  that  was  so  obviously  badly  wanted  meant  that  it  was  sure  to  have 
to  expand  still  further  during  the  foreseeable  future. 

The  reports  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  were  received 
with  applause. 

The  Mayor  expressed  his  admiration  for  the  work  of  the  Library.  He  was 
glad  to  note  that  28  municipalities,  including  Grahamstown,  contributed  to  the 
funds  and  hoped  that  other  municipalities  would  soon  follow  suit.  In  conclusion, 
he  wished  the  Library  success  in  its  future  development. 


ANNUAL  MEETING,  24th  MAY,  1960. 

There  were  about  70  people  present,  who  were  welcomed  by  the  Chairman, 
Mr.  C.  E.  Espin.  He  mentioned  that  the  Library  Council  was  considering  the 
eventual  transfer  from  disc  recording  to  tape  recording,  for  which  a large 
capital  sum  would  be  required,  but  he  emphasised  that  discs  would  continue  to 
be  circulated  for  several  years. 

The  Reports  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  were  read.  In 
both,  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of  donations  received  was  stressed.  This  fact, 
together  with  essential  increase  in  expenditure,  had  led  to  a deficit  of  £928 
in  1959. 

The  Guest  Speaker,  the  Right  Reverned  R.  S.  Taylor,  Bishop  of  Grahams- 
town, expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Miss  Wood  and  her 
helpers,  who  all  took  a termendous  personal  interest  in  the  readers.  He  men- 
tioned other  institutions  such  as  the  Enid  Whitaker  Rehabilitation  Centre  and 
the  Fulton  School  for  the  Blind  which  had  been  established  by  private  enterprise 
and  he  maintained  that  there  was  still  plenty  of  pioneer  work  to  be  done  by 
individual  effort.

STAFF 

I should  like  to  pay  a tribute  to 
Miss  Spurling  who  as  assistant  sec- 
retary, shoulders  most  of  the 
responsibility.  We  were  very  sorry 
that  Mrs.  Williamson,  who  had  been 
with  us  for  three  years  and  had  kept 
our  books  and  done  so  much  of  our 
correspondence,  was  obliged  through 
illness  to  resign  towards  the  end  of 
May.  Fortunately  Miss  Clissold  was 
able  to  take  Mrs.  Williamson’s  place 
and  continues  to  work  for  us. 

We  were  very  sorry,  too,  that 
Mrs.  van  der  Merwe  left  Grahams- 
town in  November.  She  had  been  an 
able  member  of  the  Braille  Depart- 
ment for  three  and  a half  years  and 
has  been  much  missed.  Miss  Dixon 
carried  on  temporarily  and  now  Mrs. 
Rademan  has  taken  her  place. 

The  work  has  increased  so  much 
that  there  are  now  nine  members  of 
the  staff,  one  of  whom  comes  three 
mornings  a week. 

In  addition  we  have  two  coloured  boys 
who  do  the  packing  and  transporting  of 
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the  books  to  and  from  the  post.  We  also 
have  a woman  who  comes  in  the  morn- 
ing to  do  dusting  and  cleaning. 

MOON  AND  BRAILLE 
DEPARTMENT 

Circulation.  — We  circulated 
12,077  volumes,  1,000  more  than  the 
year  before.  In  addition  4.441  maga- 
zines were  issued  during  the  year. 

Stock. — Our  stock  of  volumes  at 
December  31st,  1959,  was  18,628 
after  63  volumes  had  been  discarded 
or  lost. 

Transcriber* 

We  are  very  grateful  to  our 
transcribers  for  all  the  books  they 
have  done.

Mr.  Gunn  has  now  completed  his 
200th  volume  for  the  Library. 

Miss  Canning  helps  us  by  proof 
reading.  Four  of  these  transcribers 
Miss  Craig,  Mrs.  Evans,  Mrs.  Gee 
and  Miss  McCullough  teach  Braille 
to  would-be  transcribers.  Miss 
Philip  brailles  the  monthly  National 
Council  Newsletter  for  a non-Euro'- 
pean  reader.  Miss  Espin  has  nine 
pupils. 

The  Braille  Transcription  Bureau 
of  the  S.A.  Blind  Workers’  Organi- 
sation has  taken  over  the  transcrip- 
tion of  Afrikaans  books,  and  it  also 
binds  our  hand-done  English  books. 
For  this  work  we  are  charged  only 
50  per  cent,  of  the  cost,  for  which 
concession  we  are  very  grateful. 

Three  copies  of  each  of  our  Eng- 
lish and  Afrikaans  catalogues  in 
Braille  have  been  given  by  the  S.A. 
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National  Council  for  the  Blind,  the 
Braille  Transcription  Bureau  and  the 
Lighthouse  Club.  Through  the  inter- 
est aroused  by  the  Lighthouse  Club 
the  editor  of  “Die  Lanstem”  and 
some  others  have  paid  for  the 
transcription  of  several  Afrikaans 
books. 

Of  the  volumes  bought  overseas  we 
had  173  volumes  in  Braille  and  84 
Moon  volumes  from  the  Royal 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  and 
59  from  the  Scottish  Braille  Press. 

Loans. — We  were  able  to  borrow 
special  books  from  the  Students 
Library  (R.N.I.B.)  for  students  here 
and  also  books  from  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  for  one  of  our 
readers  who  was  entering  for  a com- 
petition. 

Gifts Worcester  School  for  the 

Blind  gave  us  15  volumes  of  fiction 
and  eleven  volumes  of  non-fiction. 
They  also  gave  us  a couple  ofGermau 
and  Nederlands  books.  Several  of 
our  readers  have  given  us  books.

READERS 

We  sent  books  to  388  readers, 
seven  readers  died  and  there  were 
60  new  readers. 

We  regret  that  Miss  Marjorie  Wat- 
son bas  been  so  ill  and  wish  her  a 
complete  recovery.  She  has  reluc- 
tantly had  to  give  up  much  of  her 
work.  Mrs.  Leviseur  at  the  age  of 
102  continues  to  enjoy  her  books. 
We  congratulate  Mr.  Geddes,  who 
took  physiotherapy  overseas  and  was 
elected  the  “student  of  the  year”. 
Mr.  William  Roland  got  a first  class 
matric  and  is  overseas  studying 
physiotherapy. 

We  have  many  grateful  letters 
from  readers.  One  reader  who  suf- 
fers from  arthritis  finds  knitting  too 
much  for  her  and  says  “If  I had  no 
books  I really  don’t  know  what  would 
become  of  me.” 

Another  reader,  who  was  a lecturer 
at  a training  college  and  had  to  leave 
because  of  failing  sight,  hopes  to 
take  up  physiotherapy  and  savs  “The 
books  have  been  a wonderful  help  to 
me.  I can  now  read  a story  book 
with  ease  and  all  I need  is  plenty  of 
practice.” 

TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

Readers. — Three  hundred  and  four 
readers  received  records  during  the 
year:  17  readers  died;  50  others 
gave  up  reading  but  eight  rejoined 
and  there  were  71  new  readers.

There  were'  1518  more  records 
than  in  1958,  bringing  the  total  up 
to  25,327  records  (1,718  books,  of 
which  some  were  duplicates)..  Most 
of  the  books  were  English,  the  rest 
being  American. 

Magazines.  — Readers’  Digest,  80 
coDies;  Christian  Record  Talking 
Magazine,  21  conies;  Upper  Room. 
12  coDies. 

Circulation.  — During  the  year 
95,791  records  in  9,625  volumes 
were  circulated  (an  average  of  32 
volumes  per  working  day)  : an  in- 
crease of  1,260  volumes  over  1958.

Another  says:  “I  cannot  tell  you 
what  happiness  the  talking  book  has 
brought  to  me.  Now  I have  this 
machine  I am  quite  independent  and 
t listen  every  possible  moment  I 
have.  Could  you  send  me  another  of 
Edna  Ferber’s  as  I have  enjoyed  her 
way  of  writing  so  much,  I could 


actually  taste  the  food  she  de- 
scribed and  see  the  clothes  and  the 
towns,  etc.” 

Yet  another  writes:  “What  read- 
ing these  books  means  to  old  people 
who  cannot  see  to  read  can  hardly 
be  explained  to  those  with  sight.  It. 
puts  them  back  into  the  world  of 
books  and  memories  and  thought- 
provoking  ideas  and  gives  them  a 
real  and  vital  interest  in  life,  which 
would  be  impossible  otherwise.

LOUIS  BRAILLE  MEMORIAL 

The  S.A.  National  Council  for  the 
Blind  appealed  for  funds  to  main- 
tain, as  a permanent  memorial, 
Louis  Braille’s  home  at  Couvray  in 
France.  We  were  glad  to  contribute 
to  this  fund  for,  as  a Library  for 
the  Blind,  we  owe  so  much  to  the 
system  of  raised  dots  devised  by  the 
greatest  benefactor  to  the  blind  in 
this  world,  Louis  Braille.
